‘Everything 
Was Shaking’ 


Crews search for 
survivors after Texas 
fertilizer plant blast 

West, Texas 

Rescuers searched the smoking 
remnants of a Texas farm town 
Thursday for survivors of a thunder- 
ous fertilizer plant explosion, gin- 
gerly checking smashed houses and 
apartments for bodies of the dead 
or anyone still trapped in debris. 

The precise death toll was 
uncertain. Three to five volunteer 
firefighters were initially believed to 
be among the dead, which author- 
ities said could number as many 
as 15. But by late Thursday after- 
noon, the state Department of Pub- 
lic Safety would not confirm how 
many had been killed. More than 
160 people were hurt. 

A breathtaking band of destruc- 


tion extended for blocks around 
the West Fertilizer Co. in the small 
community of West. The blast 
shook the ground with the strength 
of a small earthquake and leveled 
dozens of homes, an apartment 
complex, a school and a nursing 
home. Its dull boom could be heard 
dozens of miles away from the town 
about 20 miles north of Waco. 

Searchers “have not gotten to 
the point of no return where they 
don’t think that there’s anybody 
still alive,” Waco police Sgt. Wil- 
liam Patrick Swanton said. He did 
not know how many people had 
been rescued. 

There was no indication the 
blast, which left behind a crater, 
was an 3 Thing other than an indus- 
trial accident, he said. 

The U.S. Chemical Safety Board 
was deploying a large investiga- 
tion team to West.

Ammonium Nitrate 

The fertilizer facility in West, 
Texas, that exploded Wednesday 
night produced ammonium ni- 
trate, which is best known as the 
explosive used in the Oklahoma 
City bombing in 1995. It is used 
commonly as fertilizer because 
of its high nitrogen content that 
fuels plant growth, said Ronald 
Smaldone, an assistant professor 
of chemistry at the University of 
Texas at Dallas. It’s also used as a 
commercial explosive for mining 
and excavating because it’s much 
more stable than dynamite, (ap)

The amountthat the U.S. Pipeline 
and Hazardous Materials Safety 
Administration fined West Fertil- 
izer Co. last summer for safety 
violations that included planning 
to transport anhydrous ammo- 
nia without a security plan. An 
inspector also found the plant’s 
ammonia tanks weren’t prop- 
erly labeled, according to re- 
cords reviewed by the Associated 
Press. The company could not be 
reached for comment, (ap) 


all large fires and explosions was 
also expected. 

The Wednesday night explosion 
rained burning embers and debris 
down on terrified residents. The 
landscape was wrapped in acrid 
smoke and strewn with the shat- 
tered remains of buildings, fur- 
niture and personal belongings. 

In the hours after the blast, res- 
idents wandered the dark, windy 
streets searching for shelter. Among 
them was Julie Zahirniako, who 
said she and her son, Anthony, had 
been at a school playground near 
the plant when the explosion hit. 

The explosion threw her son 
4 feet in the air, breaking his ribs. 
She said she saw people running 
from the nursing home, and the 
roof of the school rose into the sky. 

“The fire was so high,” she said. 
“The ground and everything was 
shaking.” 

While the community tend- 
ed to its deep wounds, investiga- 
tors awaited clearance to enter the 
blast zone for clues to what set off 
the plant’s huge stockpile of vola- 
tile chemicals. 

Gov. Rick Perry called the 
explosion “a truly nightmare 
scenario for the community.”

Breaking Point 

Good things have a nasty habit of not lasting all 
that long in Washington. Whether it’s bipartisan 
agreement on a political issue, or comfortable 
weather for a post-work jog (or outdoor cocktail), 
chances are that it’ll soon go the way of the 
cherry blossoms. 


Unfortunately, Metro’s spring 
break from weekend track work 
is similarly ephemeral. After four 
glorious weekends of getting to say 
stuff like, “I went to Bethesda on 
Saturday night and it didn’t even 
take me that long to get home,” 
I’m expecting to start a lot more 
conversations with, “Sorry I’m 
late. I didn’t realize this Metro ride 


would take two hours.” 

We know why the transit system 
has to dive back into its $5.5 billion 
rebuilding effort, which is taking 
care of infrastructure that’s been 
largely ignored for decades. As a 
reminder of the stresses being put 
on its aging rails and overcrowded 
platforms, Metro issued a news 
release last week trumpeting the 


fourth-busiest day in its 37-year 
history. Cherry blossom gawkers, 
commuters and folks headed to a 
Nationals game, a Capitals game 
and an immigration rally at the 
U.S. Capitol racked up 870,171 trips. 

I just wish Metro would ease 
us gently back into the schedule. 
This weekend, riders will have to 
deal with three closed stations: 

Judiciary Square on 
the Red Line, and 
Clarendon and Court 
House on the Orange 
Line. Traveling on 
the Blue or Yellow 
lines? Trains will 
come by just once 
every 30 minutes. 
And the Green Line 
will get good old single tracking. 

Things could certainly be worse. 
In addition to the shuttle buses 
around the closed stations, Metro 
is continuously running a “shuttle 
train” among Farragut North, Metro 
Center and Gallery Place to increase 
service downtown. (Although that 
means more train switches.) Plus, 
there should be fewer tourists 
getting in the way. So at least you’ll 
have some personal space to wait 
around forever in. 

But just because Metro’s spring 
break from track work is over 
doesn’t mean yours has to be. 

With the weather forecast 
calling for sunny skies and mild 
highs in the 60s, you might want 
to think about hoofing it to your 
destination. Or, you could use 
Capital Bikeshare, which also has 
seen enormous ridership recently 
— the service hit a record 11,368 
trips on Saturday. 

Days this beautiful don’t last 
long in Washington. 



Alexandria Parking Costs May Rise 


Alexandria 

In the coming months, Alexandria 
residents might see longer oper- 
ating hours at parking meters as 
well as credit-card machines in the 
city’s 700-plus taxicabs. 

When visitors or residents go 
out for the evening and must park 


at a meter, they might have to spend 
more. City Manager Rashad Young 
suggested last week extending the 
operating hours of parking meters 
from ending at 7 p.m. to ending at 
9 p.m. The extra two hours would 
generate an additional $320,000 
in revenue, he said. 

Also, the council wrestled with 


an attempt to require all locally 
licensed taxicabs to accept credit 
cards for payment. The city staff 
recommended there be no sur- 
charge for using them and that 
cabbies be allowed to preautho- 
rize fares. The decisions will be 
finalized when the city budget is 
decided May 6. (the Washington post)

Chinatown residents 
resist new historic 
preservation effort 

Washington 

There was the arrival of Metro. 
There was construction of the MCI 
Center (now Verizon Center). There 
was the convention center — actu- 
ally, there were two of them. 

For decades, Chinese-Amer- 
icans living and working east of 
downtown D.C. have felt pushed 
around by the city’s power brokers. 
Now, just as many of them see an 
opportunity to benefit from Wash- 
ington’s real-estate boom, they say 
it may be taken from them. 

In January, the D.C. Preserva- 
tion League, a nonprofit group, 
proposed expanding a historical 
district to include 19 additional 
buildings in the area. 

Dozens of Chinese-American 
residents and business owners 
railed against the proposal last 
week, calling it an expensive bur- 
den that would add a chapter to a 


long list of indignities the commu- 
nity has suffered. 

At a meeting convened at the 
Chinatown Community Cultural 
Center, D. Peter Sefton, a member 
of the preservation league’s board 
of trustees, said the proposal would 
fill in gaps in the historical district. 


Albert Der, who grew up on 
the block, was aghast that the 
alley between H and I streets was 
included. “That’s where we learned 
to play ball, “ Der said. “That alley 
has no historical value at all other 
than that we played there.” 

Tony Cheng, a politically active 


restaurateur, stepped in after Sef- 
ton said it was unlikely the preser- 
vation league would withdraw its 
application. 

“I’m here 45 years!” he said. 
“You never respect Chinese here!” 

This time around, Cheng and 
other H Street building owners 


aren’t trying to fight new devel- 
opment; they’re trying to partic- 
ipate in it. 

Michael Darby, president of Dis- 
trict-based Monument Realty, said 
he has contracts for more than a 
dozen properties on the block. The 
deals constitute enough property to 
build 400,000 square feet of retail 
and offices, but that could grow 
with other acquisitions, he said. 

The proposal will likely be 
considered by the Historic Pres- 
ervation Review Board in com- 
ing weeks, and if it is approved. 
Darby said, he would likely have 
to rework arrangements with some 
of the landowners because “when 
we contracted with them, we hadn’t 
assumed that there would be densi- 
ty removed from the site.” The his- 
torical designation would require 
him to restore facades on the street. 

David Maloney, D.C. State His- 
toric Preservation Officer, said 
after the meeting that it was hard 
to predict whether the expansion 
would be approved. “I think people 
here were hit cold by it,” he said.

More than half of black students 
in Maryland attend schools where 
the vast majority of students are 
non-white and poor, according to 
a report released Thursday that 
documents intensifying segrega- 
tion patterns in public schools over 
two decades. 

Fifty-four percent of black stu- 
dents were enrolled in schools 
where at least 90 percent of stu- 
dents were racial and ethnic minor- 
ities in 2010, up from about a third 
in 1989. In Prince George’s County, 
where white enrollment decreased 
from 28 to 4 percent in that time, 
nine of 10 black students attend a 
school where at least 90 percent of 


students are minorities, and near- 
ly four of 10 go to what the report 
calls “apartheid schools” where 
99 percent of students are minorities. 

“We are seeing a lot of racial 
change ... and not much effort to 
do anything about it,” said Gary 
Orfield, co-director of the Civil 
Rights Project, based at the Uni- 
versity of California at Los Ange- 
les, which published the report. 

Schools with high concentra- 
tions of minority students tend 
to be disproportionately poor and 
have fewer experienced teachers, 
inferior facilities, less-challeng- 
ing classes and less success in 
promoting college attendance, the

Since the franchise moved to 
Washington in 2005, it has strug- 
gled to find a center fielder and 
a true leadoff hitter. In 2011, the 
Nationals ranked last in all of 
baseball in on-base percentage 
from its No. 1 batter (.285). A sea- 
son ago, Washington improved to 
18th (.325). 

Span has gotten off to a solid 
start, with a .421 on-base percent- 
age, which ranks fifth among lead- 
off hitters and 21st among all bat- 
ters in the majors. 

Span, who spent his first five 
major league seasons with Min- 
nesota, has sparked Washing- 


ton’s offense with his ability to 
get on base. 

“I feel good to be able to do it on 
another team and be able to help us 
get off to a good start,” Span said. 

Having Span as Washington’s 
leadoff hitter has been a welcome 
philosophical change for Nationals 
manager Davey Johnson.

“I’d rather have a better hitter 
than a long-ball [hitter],” Johnson 
said.

variations in comparison to the 
American League game. Last week 
in the series finale against Atlan- 
ta, Span was pulled after making 
the last out of the fifth inning so 
Washington could execute a dou- 
ble switch. 

“They broke it down to me with 
what was going on, but I still didn’t 
get it,” Span said smiling. “I just 
shook my head and took a seat.” 

Span missed the last two games 
in Miami due to a stomach illness 
but hopes to return to Washing- 
ton’s lineup to face the New York 
Mets during the weekend series. 

Span knows Washington will be 
counting on him to get the Nation- 
als off to a hot start each game now 
that the ballclub has found a true 
leadoff hitter. 

“We still have a lot of baseball 
left,” Span said. “A lot of it is how 
I feel at the plate swinging. Also, 
I know I got to take pitches and 
get on base for my teammates.”

Film Review 

“Oblivion” looks marvelous, in 
the deliciously dystopian way of 
so many post-apocalyptic films. 
It’s set in 2077, after alien invad- 
ers called Scavengers (or “Scavs”) 
have laid waste to our moon, lead- 
ing to cataclysmic floods and earth- 
quakes that have ravaged Earth. The 
film features gorgeous CGI shots 
of such broken, half-buried land- 
marks as the Washington Monu- 
ment and the Empire State Build- 
ing, whose observation deck can 
now be accessed by walking onto 
it from a mountain of rubble. 

Tom Cruise plays Jack Harper, a 
futuristic maintenance man whose 
dangerous job consists of repair- 
ing the drones that patrol Earth, 
an unpopulated wasteland where 
giant “hydro rigs” convert seawa- 
ter into energy to be used by what’s 
left of the human race, which has 
relocated to a colony on one of Sat-

urn’s moons. Although we’ve won 
the war against the Scavs, there are 
still some left, and they enjoy try- 
ing to kill Jack.

tion crash-lands on Earth (this is 
where Morgan Freeman becomes 
involved, though specifying how 
would reveal too much).

to question his own identity and 
the very nature of identity itself.

Overall, it’s an engrossing, if 
complicated and twisty, story, with 
plentiful sci-fi action and a provoca- 
tive subtext about the nature of the 
human soul. At times, however, the 
balance between those two things 
feels off. Some of the fight sequences, 
which involve robotic flying “drones” 
mounted with guns, go on too long. 

As for the elephant in the room. 
Cruise makes for a fine and even 
appealing action hero, perhaps 
because his character is someone 
without a past. It’s as if “Oblivion” 
wants us to undergo our own mem- 
ory wipes before seeing the film. 

If you’re able to forgive and 
forget, “Oblivion” isn’t a bad 
place to start loving Tom Cruise

“I like how it’s not completely con- 
gested. By campus, the apartments 
seem to be closer together.” 

For many students, especial- 
ly upperclassmen, traditional on- 
campus dorm life just doesn’t cut 
it, Masiello says. 

A building like The Enclave can 
be a transitional phase for many 
young people. 

“Student housing is a stepping 
stone for students that are upper- 
classmen,” says Nisha Majmudar, 
business development manager at 
The Enclave. 

Majmudar says most residents 
are juniors and seniors who are 
looking to upgrade from the tradi- 
tional dorm experience but are not 
yet ready for a grown-up apartment.

“After they graduate, students 
end up moving into an apartment 
that’s more like a traditional apart- 
ment,” Majmudar says. 

The building asks prospective 
renters to show their student ID 
to confirm that they are enrolled 
in school. Requirements for resi- 
dency also include a background 
check, a credit check and, for those 
under 23, the signature of a parent 
or other guarantor. 

Even leases are student-friend- 
ly. Individual leases mean residents 
are only responsible for their own 
contract. So while three or four peo- 
ple may share a suite, students are 
not liable for any roommates who 
are late on rent. 

The Enclave, which is less than 
a mile from U-Md.’s College Park 
campus, also offers shuttle service 
from its front entrance to campus. 

The building has adopted many 
measures that you’d find in dorm 
life. The building uses key fobs and 
night guards as security measures 
for residents. Maintenance servic- 
es are a part of the rent, along with 
basic cable. 

Even the social life mirrors on- 
campus life. 

“We do a lot of stuff to encour- 
age interaction,” Majmudar says. 
“We also have study lounges, a fit- 
ness center and a lot of different 
areas in the building where you 


can connect with other residents.” 

Although most residents are 
undergrads. The Enclave doesn’t 
limit its residents strictly to young- 
er students, so long as they have 
some university affiliation. 

“We have students that are in 
the transitional phase as well, who 
just got their first job,” Majmudar 
says. “We also have graduate stu- 
dents and research assistants.” 

While The Enclave isn’t affili- 
ated with a university, it advertises 
heavily to students at the Universi- 


ty of Maryland, Howard Universi- 
ty and local community colleges. 

The Next Step 

Of course, there are plenty of tra- 
ditional apartment buildings that 
appeal to college students — espe- 
cially those close to campus. Many 
students seek out places that have 
a high concentration of their class- 
mates, replicating the dorm expe- 
rience but off campus. 

“Living off campus gives me 
somewhat of a getaway,” says 


Stephanie Pace, 21. “When I don’t 
want to be on campus, I can always 
come home, and the commute is 
not bad at all.” 

The Howard University stu- 
dent lives in 247-unit The Avon- 
dale Overlook (2400 Queens Chapel 
Road, Hyattsville, Md.; 301-779- 
3555; Avondaleoverlook.com). 

While The Avondale is very pop- 
ular among college students from 
Howard, U-Md. and Catholic Uni- 
versity, the building leases to any- 
one who qualifies.

Residency requirements 
include a background check, a 
$50 application fee, two forms of 
ID and four to six current, consec- 
utive pay stubs. However, since 
students may not have pay stubs, 
they’re offered different options 
to qualify to rent. 

“We do take student loans,” says 
Devin Quinichett, a marketing spe- 
cialist for The Avondale Overlook. 
“You’d need an in-detail summary 
to show the income and the tuition 
to take out the loan. We also take 
guarantors. They would also need 
the same documentation.” 

Key fobs control The Avondale 
security door entrances. Regular 
maintenance can service an apart- 
ment within 24 hours, and emer- 
gency maintenance is always avail- 
able. Utilities and cable are included 
in the rent. 

Depending on what suite option 
a student chooses, the rent could 
be a little cheaper than the aver- 
age dorm. 

The Avondale offers studios 
through three bedrooms, some of 
which have a balcony view. Leas- 
es range from two to 12 months 
and square footage ranges from 
720 to 1,350. Prices vary with spe- 
cials but currently are from $715 
to $1,465 a month. 

Of course, it’s not all about sav- 
ing money. 

“The downfall of the dorms 
is having to show your ID when 
you enter and having to check 
in your company,” Pace says. 
“Living off campus in an apart- 
ment allows for more growth.”

Evil Dead 

(R, 91 MINUTES) The reboot of the beloved 
cult horror film about five young friends 
terrorized by a demonic spirit does exactly 
what it's supposed to do: scare you to the 
chiropractor. The newversion, by Uruguayan 
director Fede Alvarez, making his feature 
debut, is more stomach-churning than 
soul-chilling. The action revolves around a 
derelict cabin in the woods, but this time, 
it's the site of a drug intervention. What 
follows is a rapid descent into madness, 
homicide and self-mutilation, first by 
one, then another of the cohorts, until it is 
literally raining blood, m.o.

I am about to absolve you of something. Are you 
ready? It’s OK if you don’t like “To the Wonder.’’The 
film, which opened last week, was directed by 
Terrence Malick, who also directed “The Thin Red 
Line” and ZOll’s “The Tree of Life.” His films tend to 
be very meditative (which can be code for “slow”) 
while pushing the boundaries of narrative cinema 
(which can be code for "weird”). 


“To the Wonder,” for example, 
is kind of about a woman (Olga 
Kurylenko) who falls in love with a 
man (Ben Affleck), moves to Okla- 
homa with him, decides Oklahoma 
sucks, the end. Also there’s Javier 
Bardem as a priest. 

Some people will go see it 
because “Hey! Ben Affleck! In what 
is apparently a romance!” And 


they’ll sit in the theater and watch 
Kurylenko frolic in various fields 
and they’ll walk out feeling either 
angry because they thought they 
were getting a rom-com or stupid 
because, seriously, who makes a film 
with so much frolicking? 

I know this because I’ve been 
there. My overarching memories of 
graduate school are of “experimen- 


tal” cinema and desperately wishing 
we could watch something with a 
plot. Other students would discuss 
which obscure film they saw that 
weekend, while I wondered if I was 
the only one who went to see “South 
Park: Bigger, Longer & Uncut.” 

Malick’s films aren’t technical- 
ly experimental — though he does 
live on the outskirts of that neigh- 
borhood — and I think what he 
does, he does well. But not liking 
his films, or preferring more con- 
ventional films, does not make you a 
cinematic rube. Like what you like; 
life is too short to pretend to enjoy a 
film just because you’re supposed to.

The connections among the 
characters, he notes, are casual 
(Bateman plays a lawyer who rep- 
resents the reporter’s TV station, 
for example); it’s the online rela- 
tionships that have the real power. 

“I researched each one of 
those storylines as profoundly as 
I would have an entire movie,” 
he says. “Then I 
made what I felt 
were three sepa- 
rate films that had 
a few overlapping 
themes.” 

While all three 
stories examine 

how technology 

can be a weapon, they also reveal 
how it can unite people in pow- 
erful, authentic ways — a change 
from films in which the Internet is a 
dark, scary place. Rubin was careful 
not to make technology the villain 
of the piece — because it’s not evil, 
he says, but also because audienc- 
es know better than to believe that 
everyone they meet online is out to 
steal from them or murder them. 

“If I heard that was what the 
movie was about,” he says, “I 
would stay very, very far away from 
this movie.” Good thing “Discon- 
nect” has a more nuanced, realis- 
tic take on technology. Just don’t 
check your email during the film.

Filmf est DC’s Future in Doubt 


A Lack of funds may 
force the city’s oldest 
film festival to shutter 


Washington 

Filmfest DC, the longest-running 
film festival in a city that has 
become awash in film festivals, is 
on the brink of disappearing. 

Filmfest DC director Tony Git- 
tens says that, because of dramatic 
increases in expenses and equal- 


ly significant decreases in fund- 
ing, the festival that he founded 
in 1987 may not survive past this 
year’s event, which ends Sunday. 

“It’s a blow, and there’s no way 
for us to feel pleased about it, but 
it’s real,” Gittens said Wednesday. 
“We started adding up the numbers 
and said. We can’t do this again.’” 

The biggest blow came in Febru- 
ary, when he learned that the Uni- 
versity of the District of Columbia 
— headquarters and primary spon- 
sor for the festival — would elim-

inate Filmfest DC’s deputy direc- 
tor’s position. Then he learned that 
a sustainability grant from the city 
would provide only $25,000, rather 
than the $150,000 he applied for. 

Gittens says next year’s bud- 
get is facing a shortfall of between 
$200,000 and $250,000. He is 
looking for money from universi- 
ties, foundations, corporate spon- 
sors and private donors. Even Kick- 
starter? “We’ll try that as well,” he 
says. “We’re looking everywhere.”

Vodka isn’t the only way to quaff like an Eastern 
European: At Bistro Bohem in Shaw (600 Florida 
Ave. NW; 202-735-5895), bartender Erin Sutliff 
pushes cocktails laced with gingerbread-y Becherovka, an herbal digestif popular 
in the Czech Republic. “With tonic and a bit of lemon, it’s called a beton, which 
means ‘concrete’ in Czech,” she says. “It’s refreshing. People say it tastes like 
Christmas, but light.” And any survey of Eastern European spirits would be remiss 
to overlook rakia, a fruit brandy that packs a punch (slivovitz, made from plums, is 
the most famous) and is used on major occasions in the Balkans. Barracks Row’s 
hot spot Ambar (523 Eighth St. SE; 202-813-3039) serves Serbian small plates 
and flaunts the District’s first rakia bar. “Rakia is that ace in the sleeve, a secret 
weapon,” says Uros Smiljanic, Ambar’s general manager. Like many spirits — 
vodka included — “rakia used to be called ‘aqua vitae,’ or water of life.” k.k. 


Vodka moves beyond the cosmo 
via cooL infusions and hip highballs 


Happily, the rise in craft cocktails 
has led to the demise of certain bar 
staples of the 1990s (RIP margarita 
mixes and Zima). But at least one 
casualty was merely an innocent 
bystander — vodka, or more 
specifically, its reputation. Sure, 
the neutral spirit rakes in some 
$12 billion annually in the U.S. 
alone, but it’s also emerged as a 
punching bag for “serious” drinkers 
and bartenders alike. 

“Recently, it’s become very easy 
and even cool to turn up your nose 
at vodka,” says TonyAbou-Ganim, 
aka the “Modem Mixologist,” whose 
latest book is ‘Vodka Distilled” ($23, 
Agate Surrey). “Yes, vodka is simple 
to make, but vodka is naked — there 
are no botanicals or oak aging to 
hide behind. It stands on its own 
ingredients.” 

Combine D.C.’s always cocktail- 
thirsty culture with an influx of 
new restaurants serving fare from 
the “vodka belt” of Russia and 
Eastern Europe, and suddenly the 
beleaguered spirit again seems 
primed for the limelight (or your 
highball glass). Sugary cranberry 
juice need not apply. 

Vodka wasn’t always the domain 
of Carrie Bradshaw wannabes. Its 
history in the Slavic world drips 
back many centuries — and spans 
broad stretches of the map, explains 
Patricia Herlihy, author of “Vodka: 
A Global History” ($17, Reaktion 
Books). “Peter the Great rewarded 
his faithful with copious amounts

of vodka, sometimes killing them 
because the goblet he gave them 
was so huge,” she says. “He also 
used vodka as a civil-service exam: 
If a man could drink an enormous 
amount and still speak sensibly, 
he was fit to go abroad to serve 
the Tsar.” 

Ivan the Terrible only allowed 
his loyal military service members 
to have access to vodka; Stalin plied 
dinner-party guests with the stuff 
to elicit gossip and information. 

In the U.S., vodka is a relative 
newcomer, which explains its

unfavorability as bar-goers clamor 
for all things pre-Prohibition. In 
fact, the stalwart “Savoy Cocktail 
Book,” published in 1930, only 
included a couple of vodka recipes. 

But that was a matter of import, 
Abou-Ganim says. Vodka didn’t 
take off in America until Smirnoff 
figured out a clever marketing 
strategy — the Moscow Mule, a 
cocktail of vodka, ginger beer and 
lime juice served in a copper mug. 

For many, that inherent mixabil- 
ity remains one of vodka’s great- 
est selling points. Dupont Circle’s 
new “babushka-chic” restaurant, 
Mari Vanna (1141 Connecticut Ave. 
NW; 202-783-7777), offers some 
70 infused vodkas, ranging from 
strawberry to horseradish. “It’s lib- 
erating to work with vodkas and all

these fruit flavors,” says Beau Pine- 
da, head mixologist at Mari Vanna. 

Lest you still think the spirit 
is merely potato firewater, keep 
in mind that, like vodka itself, a 
bit of education goes a long way. 
According to Abou-Ganim, what 
makes vodka compelling is not its 
distilled neutrality, but rather its 
diversity of raw materials (typically 
wheat, rye, barley, corn or potato), 
but also grape, molasses, even hemp. 

“Slavic vodkas have traditionally 
been made from grains such as 
wheat and rye,” Herlihy says. 
“Potatoes were used only beginning 
in the 19th century.” 

Though most vodka still is 
made in Russia and Poland, a 
few surprises lurk on liquor-store 
shelves — France’s wheat-based 
Grey Goose, Tito’s corn vodka from 
Texas. Now that’s clearly appealing.

Any thoughts on cheese? 

Cheese became widespread on 
burgers in the 1960s and 1970s, 
some say to mask bad meat. But in 
an ideal burger, I think a good slice 
of American cheese both adds salt 
and it makes a good glue to keep 
your burger together. 

What’s the easiest way to 
ruin a burger? 

The worst thing you can do is put 
ketchup on a burger. Ketchup is

8:00 narrator Robert Redford’s 
“All the President’s Men 
Revisited” (airing on Discovery) is a 
surprisingly fresh and even stirring 
reminiscence of the Watergate 
scandal and the film it inspired. 

Redford and his crew, includ- 
ing director Peter Schnall, stylish- 
ly manage what countless think 
tank and J-school panel discus- 
sions struggle to do — cut through 
the recollections of the major play- 
ers (Bob Woodward, Carl Ber- 
nstein, their boss Ben Bradlee, 
Nixon White House counsel John 
Dean, etc.) and utilize their well- 
trod anecdotes and war stories in 
a way that seems new. 

Because let’s face it: Watergate 
is fading before our eyes. Richard 
Nixon is nearly 20 years gone. Mark 


Felt, the former FBI official who 
outed himself as “Deep Throat” 
in 2005, died over four years ago. 

Through his narration, Redford, 
who portrayed Woodward in Alan 
J. Pakula’s still-popular 1976 movie, 
makes clear that he’s working out 
a few things here: What is Water- 
gate’s resonance? What do we, as 
a culture, remember most? What’s 
different about the world now when 
compared to the world of 1972? 


“All the President’s Men Revis- 
ited” is no Watergate for Dummies 
either; it is as concerned with the 
historical ramifications as it is with 
the imprint on popular culture. 
Those who lived through it will find 
what they’re looking for, whether it’s 
a renewed sense of apoplexy or even 
just bemusement. Those who came 
along after won’t feel that familiar 
shame of being treated like a kid.
